Following the r-ustoin til the newly olopteil Burgess to ii<1i!i-i-ms 
Council at tilt" (irfiiini/.iiticin 1111 etintf, woulil like to briiij; ci-rt niit mutt T> 
which 1 think arc for the public good, to your sittciition. 

While the boninlnries of the Borough hiive remained the snine Mine 
its incorporation, thr luuuiher of homes tins greatly increased, ..ml ti.e 
responsibility of its Council has increased in proportion in the change in 
populnt ion. 

BONDED INDEBTEDNESS 

Bonds have been issued from time to time covering improvements 
within the Borough until at present, the debt is .tTs.U'Kl, which in all 
likelihood will be increased by the amount of the play ground loan 
until it will be $10M,0(H|. 

It takes quite a sum of money each year to pay the interest ami 
provide a Sinking Fund for this Bonded Indebtedness, and if the piny 
ground loan is authorized the interest and sinking fund charges will 
then be over *d,(HMi a year — or more than l!i', of your income from 
taxes. 

As taxes are collected in the fall of the year, some method of 
linaiH-ing the Borough must lie used until the taxes are all collected, 
and the present one of borrowing on taxes in process of collection 
means an additional interest charge which ho- not been considered 
when making up the budget mid which last year amount Pd to over 
$1,200. The floating indebtedness of the Borough is increasing princi- 
pally on account of paying interest for temporary loans. 

LIENS 

Liens having been entered agiiinst properties in the Borough for 
improvements made out of current re \ en lie, would suggest that steps 
be taken to collect these liens or that they be put in proper shape to 
apt as collateral for loans. Also that the Treasurer be instructed to 
open a lien account showing the total amount due the Borough as 
determined from the lien book and that this amount be considered as 
part of the assets of the Borough and when paid that indebtedness be 
reduced by the amount collected. 

Also that the Auditors be instructed to furnish Council each year 
a statement of the Assets and Liabilities of the Borough. 

STREETS 

There are approximately Hi inile.s of streets on the Borough map, 
7 of which are paved and T> of which are cither umb'dicuted or have 
not been paved. 

The Borough cannot pave these streets unless they create a large 
additional bond issue ami 1 think the policy of Council of not accepting 
streets until they have been paved, should, on account of the Borough 
financial condition, still be adhered to. 

However, if the properly owners realized how much their individual 
properties would increase in value by having their streets put in condi- 
tion, 1 think there would be a decided action taken in the next year to 
better these bad street conditions. Would suggest to Council that they 
eo-0]K*rate with the resident.- upon petition -.> that these unimproved 
streets will be in proper shape to be taki n over by the Borough and 
kept iu repair.. 

Would suggest also that Council publish a statement showing our 
residents how to proceed to have these uudedicuted and unimproved 
streets put in condition Hint will meet the requirements of Council mi 
order that the Borough may be beautified. 

LIGHTING 

It is more expensive each year to properly light the Borough and 
I think the residents should co-operato by leaving outside or porch 
lights burn at- bast through the long winter evenings in order to 
help brighten up Narberth and mnke it impossible for suspicious char- 
acters to loiter around the Borough. 

if fho business houses along Hnverford Avenue, .from Essex -to 
Xarberth, would work out a community lighting system, they would 
have very much better lighting for their stores, and 1 would suggest 
that Council arrange Borough Lighting to agree with any plan adopted. 

POLICE 

As it is impossible for one police officer to w ork .twenty-four hours 
a day, cover all the streets in the Borough and yet be near the police 
telephone to receive calls for assistance, would suggest that Council 
make arrange meats to have at least two oflicers, and in addition, to 
arr.inge that the police phone in I'ouncil Chamber will be in service for 
calls each evening between seven and twelve. 

As an alternative would suggest that Council employ one police 
officer to enforce Borough ordinance during the day anil try and enter 
into an agreement with Lower Morion Township to police the Borough 
tit nig'ht and agree upon proper payment for these services. 
ASH COLLECTIONS 

Ashes have always been collected from the homo* in Xarberth at 
the expense of the Borough, and until this country entered the War, 
the Borough employees- carried out the filled containers from the cellars 
and returned the empty contiiiners. 

When labor became scarce, it became necessary in the emergency 
to ask the residents to have the ashes placed so that the Borough 
employees would only have to dump them into the wagon, so it could 
be accomplished with the .smallest possible force of employees. 

However, Council went on record at that time to the effect that 
as soon as the emergency was over, the employees would again gather 
the ash containers from the cellnrs. Therefore, 1 would suggest that 
on account of the war being over and the labor conditions nenrly 
normal, that Council redeem its promise and instruct the Borough em- 
ployees to again enter cellars. Notice should be given our residents 
of the day for collecting ashes in their section of the Borough so that 
they could be in readiness. 

Counieil should publish proper regulations covering the si/,e and 
condition of containers and refuse to remove ashes unless these conditions 
are complied with. 

I do not think the cost will be much gTcnter than under the present 
system and feel sure that the tax payers will appreciate the extra 

flCTVlCO 

FIRE PROTECTION 

It is always in order to commend the fine volunteer fire department 
of the Borough and to suggest that Council will keep the apparatus 
and equipment to a high standard so that its efficiency will never be 
impaired. 

ORDINANCE BOOK 
Would suggest that on account of the high prices still obtaining 
in the printing trade, that Council postpone for a year the publication 
of its ordinances in book form as well as a new mainial of Council, 
both of which are badly needed. 

ADDITION TO ELM HALL 
It is hoped that the proposed addition will he built by the Fire 
Company, in order to properly provide n meeting place for the American 
Legion and would suggest that a committee be appointed to confer 
'with the Fire Department, so that part of the proposed addition will be 
of use to the Borough either as a detention room for prisoners or for 
a larger meeting place for Council. 

BOROUGH SIGNS 
Would suggest that the matter of placing the signs the Borough 
owns, showing how to roach Narberth from points in Lower Merion 
Township, be tnken up again with the Township Commissioners by 
Council asking permission to allow these signs to be placed. 

BUDGET 

It is hoped that Council will carefully consider the new Budget, 

appropriating only the necessary money to properly conduct the affairs 

of the Borough and keep up the sinking fund for the coming year, mid 

. that a surplus will lie accumulated in order to pay off the floating 

indebtedness and avoid the payment of interest. 

These suggestions arc made with the hope that Council will nssist 
the Burgess in the performance of his duties and that we jiiuy all work 
together to mnke our town n better place to live.

The Lunch Room of 
Narberth Schools 



REPORT SUBMITTED TO HOME 
AND SCHOOL ASSOCIATION.

t'ocoii, o ecu;-; vegetable soup, o 
cent-; buttered roll, :; cents; ham sand- 
wich, 7 cents; macaroni and cheese, '■> 
cents; cinnamon roll. •">. cents; jelly roll, 
."j cents; .-mall cakes, 1 cent each; Krei- 
hoffer's .Midget Cake. 7 cents; peanut 
butter and cracker, 1 cent each; ice 
cream, •"> cents per block; milk, •") cents; 
ginger cuke with chocolate sauce (made 
by Domestic Science Class; '.i cents. 

From thi.s it will be observed that i 
the arrangement of these items on the ■ 
blackboard practically suggests to the 
children what to order so as to get a 
substantial lunch. 

As the first four grades of children ' 
are eliminated by reason of the fact I 
that they either get lunch before coin- j 
mg to school or as is the ease with i 
those attending the morning session, | 
they get it on airiving home at noon, j 
about T.j per cent, of the school chil- 
dren secure their lunch at the school. 
There are possibly 1(1 per cent, to 15 
per cent, who bring a portion of lunch 
with them and supplement it with a 
drink or hot dish of some kind in the 
school lunch room. 

To accommodate the wants of these 
children, 12 dozen rolls are required 
daily, Hi quarts of ice cream, and last 
month, in which there were 19 school 
days, 2(ifi quarts of milk were con- 
sumed. 

In order to secure first hand infor- 
mation concerning the facilities pro- 
vided, and the condition under which 
the lunch loom is being operated, a 
special representative of the Home and 
School Association visited the school, 
without previously advising the faculty 
that such a move was contemplated on 
that particular day. 

After talking with Professor Wilson 
at considerable length, our representa- 
tive entered the lunch room at the 
close of the period and nmde a per- 
gonal inspection. 

His first act was to introduce himself 
to Miss Olsen, who being u stranger 
in the Borough- was somewhat embar- 
rassed — to say nothing about her being 
surprised — to have a man wulk right in 
behind the serving counter and imme- 
diately begin to fire question after 
question at her with the rapidity of 
an automatic talking machine. 



Tin ;c was no i li: nee to cover up, and 
no hesitation on lor part to answer the 
question.., and uftei the identity of the 
questioner was male known to her. 
much information which doubtless 
w'oui.l have been overlooked was vnluii 
tere.l by her. 

There was no necessity tor "covering 
up" as it were, even though those :n 
the room ;1 t the time would have ha.1 
an opportunity to do so. The entire 
quarters were in good, sanitary condi- 
tion from all points of view. Cleanli- 
ness and order were the first thing* 
attracting nttoiiCon. Kverything was 
moving along with cluck-like precision, 
and making due allowance for one 
hour's session of feeding four or live 
hundred hungry children, these on duty 
that day arc deserving of our highest 
praise. 

A trip to the storeroom, adjoining the 
kitchen, showed oiderly arrangenien, 
of staple foods. For instauce, there 
were large cans of Heinz 's tomato soup; 
large cans of Campbell's sou|>s, baked 
beans in cans, .1 bin filled with pota- 
toes, a quantity of sugar, and a half 
dozen varieties of National Biscuit 
Company's cakes in the customary tin 
boxes. 

Dishes and cooking utensils were in 
good condition, the dishes were per- 
fect, all those bndJy cracked or with 
pieces chipped off, having been dis- 
carded. The cooking utensils were 
clusively that they were being care- 
highly polished, which showed con- 
clusively (hut they were being care- 
fully handled and cleaned. 

The benches or tables at which the 
children eat their lunch were, at the 
time, being given a thorough cleaning, 
and hot water and soap were being 
vigorously applied by the colored girl.
